His 
laws were dictated by wisdom aad humanity.

Death was ever 
ready to offer himeclf to the indolence of the 
lawgiver, who found it less laborious to bang 
than to reclaim the criminal; to apply a com- 
mon p ih than to ig ita pro- 
priety. Reason revolts at this indiscriminate 
punishment, and the humanity of the Marquis 
Beecaria, Montesquieu, and others, have con- 
tributed to convince the world, that its welfare 
is best promoted by a due apportionment of the 
punishment to the crime, and its certain appii- 
cation te the offender. Before these benevo- 
lent theorists gave their labors te the public — 
before they were bora— Penn had practically 
exhibited the beneficial results of the principles 
which they have advocated. He established a 
new code, in which the penalty of death was 
affixed to murder only; injuries to individuals 
were punished by compelling the criminal to 
make an adequate compensation to the party 
grieved, or by imprisonment at hard labor; in 
all cases varying the punishment with the enor- 
mity of the offence. In the classification of 
crimes, there are, perhaps, some errors, insepa- 
rable from enthusiasm; but humanity and wis. 
dom are eminently conspicuoas in the legislator. 
The boldness and originality of his genius will 
be more thoroughly understood by a glance at

Faescn Stew, No. 1.—Cut up two pounds 
of beet, and add to it « pint of sliced tomatoes.

| grape generally cultivated for the purpose of 
| making wine, so that it could be aflorted as 
| cheap im this country, as im Framce and Italy, 
| the distillation of ardemt spirits would soon 
| coase, and with it its consumption, and that 
| slarming state of dissipation, which, every 
| year, is burrying thousands upon thousands 
inte an untimely grave, aed worse state of ex- 
istence bevond—aen eternal ruin of soul and 
body '!--and causing widows aad orphans inau- 
merable.

Parcurve Honses. Anything that can be 
done to alleviate or lesen the pein, and inhe- 
man the practice of cutting up the tail of the 
horse, should be made known. Hence this 
article 

There are four cords, or tendons, in the tell 
of the horse. The two upper ones are used to 
raise it, and the lower ones to depress it. When 
the tail is raised, the museles of the under corls 
are relaxed, aad the muscles of the upper ones 
™ the same time contracted. The lower ones, 
only, are to be cut in setting up the tail,— and 
sometimes the pulley will give a good set to the 
tail, when it foliows docking alone 

The severing of the under cords, near the 
body, leaves the muscles of elevation to act 
| uvopposed, and the setting up of a good tail is 

seeured. Short-tailed carriage horses are very 
| fashionable iu the eastern cities. They are 
| often preferred for safety and convenience, as 
| well as gaiety and good appearance 
Many horses, after pricking, earry very poor- 

ly; tudeed it would have beon better if nothing 
had been done. The fault, 1 think, is in the 
manner in which the operation is performed. 
The operator generally makes two, and some- 
times three incisions on each skle of the tail. 
That is wrong; there should be one, and only 
one cut om cath side, and that at the point 
where the turn or elevation is to commence, 
whieh is usually sbout two imehes from the 
body. If you cut the same cord twice, the 
separated part is very liable to drop down by 
tts own weight, sad the natural attraction to- 
wards the body — aniting again at the lower in- 
e.ston, without exteusion; consequently the 
lower cut has been of no service, as no curve 
is, a6 this point, realised ;—bat at the farther 
end of the tondos, which, in healing, may be 
extended, in order to wuite wih the upper and 
seperate part; aad by this double cut a hand. 
some carve is defmated. 

The more times the conls and tail are cut, 
the greater chenee for inflammation, and the 
losing of the hair. Therefore the one cut of 
the teadon, on each side, has much the advan 
tage, by bealing in balf the thwe, and a greater 
certainty of carrying we'l.—Corres. af Weel

Husts aero Mawunes.—Hoofs, hairs, feathers, 
skins, wool, contain more than 60 per cent. of 
carbon, ead from 13 to 15 per cent. of aktre- 
gen, besides auiphur, salts of lime, of soda and 
of magnesia. These substances bold, there. 
fore, the first rank, @« it were, amongst me 
wares, and as 4 long time is required for their 
decomposition, their action may often last for 
seven or eight years. They yield excellent re- 
ou'ts, especially whem mare into s compost for 
potatoes, turnips, hops, bay, aad, generally, vn 
meadow-land. Haire spread on meadows are 
said to sugment the crop threeivid; sou the 
Chinese, we are told, are so well aware of the 
very great value of that manure, that they care- 
fally collect the hair every time they have their 
heads shaved —and the Operation is performed 
every lortuight—aud sell it to their thrmers. 
Now, the crop of hair which every individual
